40,000 ‘Disturbed’ 


Mental health services in the 
Oakland area fall far short of 
meeting community needs, the 
mental: hygiene committee of the 
Oakland Area Community Welfare 
Council declared in a report made 
public recently. 


In a 14-month survey of the 
community’s facilities for pro- 
moting mental health, the commit- 
tee found a serious lack of both 
clinical and preventative services, 
according to the 20-page report. 


On the basis of state estimates 
that one person in 10 will need 
help with an emotional problem. 
the committee estimated that ap- 
proximately 40,000 persons in Oak- 
land need care and treatment for 
emotional disturbances. At least 
2500 school children need help with 
such problems, according to the 
report. 

Mental health needs of children 
should receive priority in any pro- 
gram to bring the community’s 
mental hygiene services up to par 
the committee said. 

“By aiding children in their de- 
velopment years, and by treating 
children with already evident emo- 
tional problems, one reduces the 
later need for treatment services 
for adults,” the report declared. 

More clinical facilities “in the 
immediate future” for treatment 
of emotionally-disturbed children 
headed the list of committee rec- 
ommendations. 


§ ome Good Food 


Noodles 


Noodles, an economical standby 
in many kitchens, cook more 
quickly than macaroni and spag- 
hetti. They differ from these two 
nutritious pastes, too, in that they 
are made with eggs as well as 
flour and water. The ribbon- 
shaped pieces come in three 
widths, narrow (used mainly for 
soups), medium and broad. 

In the following recipe, noodles 
—either the medium or broad— 
are combined with another moder- 
ately priced and plentiful food 
cheddar cheese. The cheddar 
should be sharp, for the flavor of 
the noodles is decidedly bland. 

Noodles au Gratin: Drop con- 
tents of one eight-ounce package 
medium or broad noodles in two 
quarts of rapidly boiling water 
containing two teaspoons salt. Boil 
eight minutes, or until almost 
tender and drain. Spread half the 
noodles in a greased casserole, 
sprinkle with one-half cup grated 
sharp cheddar cheese, one table- 
spoon butter in bits and paprika. 
Repeat layers and add one cup 
milk or well-seasoned meat stock. 
Mix one-quarter cup additional 
grated cheese and two tablespoons 
fine, dry bread crumbs and 
sprinkle over top. Bake in a mod- 
erate oven (375 degrees F.) about 
twenty-five minutes. Yield: five 
servings.—New York Times

OVERDRIVE? 

Whether to buy automatic trans- 
mission, overdrive or neither, de- 
pends entirely on your needs—how 
and where you usually drive your 
cars. Some drivers who have 
bought automatic transmissions in 
recent years have returned to gear- 
shift models, claiming gear shift 
gives them better control on snow 
and ice. But others are delighted 
with automatic transmission. On 
the other hand, some motorists 
who have bought overdrives have 
little understanding of how it can 
help driving and cut operating 
costs, and some don’t even know 
how to use it. 

Outside of the fact that they 
make driving easier for beginners, 
automatic transmissions are gen- 
erally most suitable for city driv- 
ers who continually stop and go. 
Since there is no clutch, it is 
easier to drive with automatic 
transmission in heavy traffic and 
also easier to hold a car on slopes 
and move forward without stalling. 
An automatic transmission also 
helps reduce engine wear because 
of the lower gear ratios used. 

But automatic transmission does 
cost $180-230 more, depending on 
the type. Also, it probably will add 
to service costs in later years. 
Such service costs are generally 
iow for the first 25,000 miles and 
in some cases up to 60,000 miles. 
Thus while the initial cost is not 
too high because of added resale 
value, the possible subsequent re- 
pair or replacement costs could be 
an added expense. 


HAVE CAR CHECKED 

For that reason you have to be 
especially careful about buying a 
used car with automatic trafis- 
mission, It would be best to have 
such a car checked by a mechanic. 
Otherwise you may end up buying 
an additional $150 for repairing 
the unit. 

Late-model automatie transmis- 
sions are an improvement over the 
earlier ones (used-car buyers take 


note) and are adequate for all 
driving conditions, including ice, 
snow, moutains and heavy-duty 


operation. Most now have a dual 
drive set-up to permit the use of 
engine braking when coming down 
hills, the lack of which is a source 
of complaint about earlier auto- 
matic transmissions. 

An overdrive is a good feature 
for some driving needs if it is 
properly understood. It is really 
a fourth gear forward speed which 
is automatically engaged by accel- 
lerator pressure at speeds over 
approximately 18-23 mph. Because 
of the lower overall gear ratio in 
fourth gear of an overdrive- 
equipped car, engine revolutions 
are reduced about 30 percent, with 
resultant saving on both gas and 
engine wear and tear. The chief 
saving is on the open road, and 
the chief usefulness of overdrive 
thus is for the long-distance-driver, 
rather than for suburban or city 
use. To actually recover the cost 
of overdrive (about $80-$110) 
through gas saving alone, would 
generally take about 40,000 miles, 
allthough in states where the gas 
tax is 6-7 cents a gallon and gas

These Yes-BUT people now have a plan for forming a 
big citizens’ survey committee—yes, they're asking labor to 
sit in on it—which would examine the entire school situation 
in Oakland, including the curriculum, what's taught to the 
kids.

HOUSING NEEDS 


People who wouldn't think of 
trying to drive a Model A car on 
today’s super-speed highways are 
trying to meet the housing require- 
ments of the 1950s with a 1920 level 
of housing production. It just can't 
be done. 

To realize this you have only to 
look at the changes we have had 
in this country since the mid-1920s. 
Since 1923 our population has in- 
creased by nearly 50,000,000. Em- 
ployment has risen by about 15,- 
000,000, while total national pro- 
duction has more than quadrupled. 

But housing activity has barely 
expanded at all. For the years 
1923-27 inclusive, new housing 
starts averaged 872,000. During 
the past three years they have 
averaged only 1,100,000 and in 1954 
the most optimistic forecasts are 
for 1,000,000—Harry C. Bates in 
American Federationist.

NO SALE, NO JOB 


It may be true that most strikes 
result from emotion, on either side 
or both sides. As men and societies 
grow up, they learn to control 
their emotions, and to act on the 
basis of reason. When manage- 
ment accepts the fact that its 
main job is to be the salesman for 
the workers’ work, when workers 
accept the fact that they must 
have this selling job done for them 
by management, when these atti- 
tudes take hold, perhaps reason 


Coupling Condon’s name with that of James Roosevelt, 
\Mitchell says: 

“Most Democrats would feel that candidates would serve their 
parties best by standing aside from election contests until personal 
problems are disposed of in the proper place.” 

Condon has no “‘personal problems” that the public has 
ever heard about. What he does have is a political problem. 

When, the Velde committee takes pains to publicize un- 
proved accusations against a man, when that man waives his 
Congressional immunity and swears that the accusations are 
false, and when, on top of this, the national chairman of that 
man’s party acts as though that man were guilty despite the 
fact that the accusations are unproved, and despite that man’s 
sworn testimony to the contrary, then we'd say that man has 
a political problem, not a personal one. And that man, of 
course, is Congressman Condon. 

The political problem faced by Congressman Condon has 
a name. Its name is McCarthyism, the habit of doing all one 
can to blast a man’s reputation on the basis of unproved 
charges, the habit of calling a man a “fifth amendment Com- 
munist’”’ if he tries to preserve his constitutional right to a 
trial in court if some real charge is made against him, the habit 
of assuming that a man is a liar if he comes out openly and 
swears the charges are false. 

Congressman Condon took no advantage of the fifth 
amendment, waived his immunity so that he is liable to prose- 
cution for perjury if his sworn word is proven false, yet none 
of this availed. He is condemned out of hand by Mr. Mitchell.
